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AERQSOL/imple mentation of Project CAROLS 



1, We find that the Inf ormation which has reached this office concern- 
ing the implementation of the CiiRGiiSS phaise of Project AEROSOL is sketchy 
and incomplete. The medium of cable traffic and bi-weekly CSOB reports 
present us with insufficient information. Consequently, we are unaware of 
the full and final complex of the commitments of CABOGHE I and of the Field 
concerning the implementation of the CARCASS phase of Project AEROSOL, We 
require this information so that w© may not only be able to monitor the pro- 
gress of the project, but so that we may be able to assist the Field in its 
successful in^lementatlon. 

2, The CE aspects of our operational relationship with GABOCHE I is 
being given increasingly greater attention at Headquarters. We desire that 
a complete report of the Carriage Test given CABOGHE 7 be forwarded. In 

- addition, we wish to be informed of the negotiations which lead to the agree- 
ment by GABOCHE 7 to submit to the Test, Has CABOGHE 7 the authority or 
influence necessary to require that CABOGHE 3 and 4 also submit to the Car- 
riage Test? In spite of the fact that CABOGHE I does not want its recruiters 
to take the test so as to prevent them from knowing of CABOGHE I - AIS oper- 
ational relationships, we feel it desirable that the recruiters in addition 
to all others directly connected with CARC.^S, complete Carriage Tests, The 
field should explore the possibilities of arranging Carriage Tests for the 
recruiters under cover conditions which would compromise neither GABOCHE I 
nor AIS. We wish to understand the commitments, if any, which have been 
given by GABOCHE 7 to allow for repeated and periodic Carriage Tests on 
GABOCHE personalities for the purpose of detecting subversion and for our 
assurance of the continued corapartmentalization of the different phases of 
the AEROSOL Project. 

3, We desire to understand whether CABOGHE I has established a Security 
Section of its own to service its operations connected with the AEROSOL Pro- 
ject . What GABOCHE I - ATS liaison arrangements have b^n effected for the 
flow of CE information to us, and, particularly, what arrangements have bean 
made for emergency situations? 

4, It is not at all clear as to whether the program for the recinilt- 
ment of agents by CABOGHE I has, in effect, been initiated, or whether the 
commitments for the recrniitraent of agents by GABOCHE I are still paper 
commitments. 
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5. It would be to our eidvantage to have CiiBOCHE I submit for our 
consideration target plans for the future operations of agents into the 
USSR. By this means we would not only gain the good will of CilBOCHE I 
in having them notionally become partner-participants in the drawing up 

and execution of target plans, but we may also be able to utilize effectively 
some of their plans. 

6. Headquarters has often received information to the effect that 
CABOCHE I has had in the past stay-behind agents and contacts in the USSR. 

It would be to our advantage to know whether C4B0CHE I still persists in 
making such claims and if so whether they are willing to reveal to us 
specific data on such individuals, which would be utilized in the briefing 
of CARCASS agents, 

7. Finally, we would appreciate information concerning the ATS 
personnel and physical facilities which have been allocated for the direc- 
tion and operational Hianagement of the C2RC.ASS operation. In particular, 
this office is concerned with the necessity of your designating a case 
officer to take over full time direction of CARCASS, 
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
